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Federal-Mogul may locate in city 


Federal-Mogul, known world-wide 
for its manufacture of engine 
bearings and associated products, 
may soon build a plant in Romulus 
near Middl^ebelt Road and Smith 
Street. 

First step in the company’s desire 
to build locally came Tuesday night 
when Romulus City Council set 6:30 
pm. Tuesday, July 25, as the date 
for a public hearing on the proposal. 

The hearing will record testimony 
from local residents for and against 
the construction of the plant. 

Prior to Federal-Mogul’s 
presentation at the council session, 
the company showed slides of its 
rundown of the building program at 
a dinner with council members and 
Mayor William M. Oakley at the 
Romulus Airport Hilton. 

In its presentation to council, 
Federal-Mogul requested the city to 


establish an industrial development 
district to permit property tax in- 
centives under Michigan Public Act 
198. 

Should the council agree to the 
request following the public hearing, 
Federal-Mogul would pay only 50 
percent of its property taxes over a 
12-year period. Since its inception n 
1974, Public Act 198 enables 
municipalities to induce industrial 
firms to locate locally by offering 
them the mentioned tax break for 12 
years. 

A new unused building now sits on 
the 3.93 acre site at Middlebelt and 
Smith. Should Federal-Mogul go 
ahead with its plant, it would also 
use 6.92 acres of land adjacent to 
first site, for a total of 10.85 acres. 

According to Jay Young, Romulus 
public information officer the 
company would build a stamping 
operation that would employ local 


personnel among its workers. Also, 
the company stated to council that 
should it be granted the tax 
abatement under Public Act 198, it 
could be a prelude to additional 
projects at the new plant site, thus 
providing still more jobs for local 
residents. 

Taxes paid by Federal-Mogul 
would begin with an estimated 
$60,000 in 1979and endupin 1990 with 
the firm paying $160,000. Total taxes 
for the 12 years would be about 
$1,242,835, Young said. 

After the 12-year tax incentive 
period is over, Federal-Mogul would 
pay a whopping $321,000 in its 13th 
year of operation, he noted, with 
taxes increasing every year after 
that. 

Federal-Mogul has its corporate 
headquarters in Southfield. It was 
founded in 1899 in Detroit as a 
manufacturer of engine bearings 


Voted millage allows full program

New school board faces big 
job; has a lot going for it

Whether the incoming Romulus 
Board of Education can pull 
together a community torn apart by 
a recall earlier this year which saw 
four trustees ousted and one resign 
remains for the future to record. 

Last week the organizational 
school board meeting saw Wayne 
Avery named to take over the helm 
as president. Newly elected 
Margaret Cole was elected vice 
president, senior board member 
Shirley Lombardi was voted in again 
as secretary and top vote getter 
Mike Woods was placed in the 
treasurer’s slot. 

Rounding out the seven-member 
board are trustees Evelyn E. 
Hopewell, Theresa M. Kraft and Jo 


Ann Marvicsin. Mrs. Kraft 
spearheaded the recall movement. 

The new board has a lot going for 
it on the plus side. The successful 
millage election last fall has made it 
possible for the restoration of all 
school programs and services, many 
of which were included in a severe 
cutback when school finances looked 
bleak after several millage defeats. 

With the annooncement last week 
by Supt. James M. Garfield tint a 
complete educational program will 
be available in the 1978-79 school 
year, things are looking up. In ad- 
dition, Romulus schools will return 
to a six-hour day and a hot lunch 
program will be introduced in all 
schools this fall. 

To bring the school’s curriculum 
up to its newly gained potential, 
Garfield said 36 new teachers will 


be hired, 20 of whom help restore 
art, music and physical education 
back to normal. The remaining 16 
teachers will be used to fill in other 
gaps left when low finances dictated 
cutbacks. 

On the minus side, the superin- 
tendent said the state equalized 
value (SEV) of the school district 
will probably be about $2 million 
lower this year, resulting in slightly 
decreased revenue for the coining 
school year. 

He said the Michigan Tax 
Tribunal notified him that the 
unusually high number of tax ap- 
peals from Romulus residents after 
this year’s property reassessment 
will force a reduction in some local 
assessments and a resulting drop in 
taxes paid. 

Garfield explained that the 1978 
SEV for Romulus of $226,007,610 will 
be cut to about $224 million and that 
the school budget will be based on 
the lower figure. Instead of the 
Romulus school district generating 
$8,848,198 from the total 39.15 mills 
levied, it jwill receive a slightly 
lesser amount for its school 
operation. 

The school board followed 
recommendations of an 18-member 
citizens advisory committee and 
restored the following programs 
during the second semester of the 
last school year: special education 
staff of social worker, speech 
therapists and school nurse; em- 
ployment of high school co-op 
students; vision and hearing 
screening ; student field trips ; use of 
school facilities by community 
groups; hiring of department 
chairpersons; security services for 
high school; instrumental music 
programs for fifth and sixth grade 
pupils; spring athletic programs. 

With the advent of school looming 
in a few weeks, the board has ap- 
proved restoration of the following 
additional programs and services; 

Art, vocal and instrumental music 
and physical education classes, 
including two 45-minute gym periods 
each week and one-hour classes 
each week for vocal music and art; 
addition of one hour to the school 
day for junior high and high school 
students, or six full periods as 
existed before cutbacks; seventh 
and eighth grade students will be 
offered additional courses in 
mechanical drawing, foreign 
languages, home economics, human 
relations and reading appreciation, 
as well as vocal music, art, choir, 
speech and dramatics; ninth grade 
students at South Jr. High will be 
offered art, photography, drama 
and television production, a full 
industrial arts program, vocal 
music and glee club; higji school 
students can select one additional 
class in English, math, science, 
social studies, vocational courses, 
pnd graphic arts, in addition to 
access to a career resource center; 
all secondary schools will have a 
complete inter -scholastic athletic 
program for both boys and girls 

Schools will be open far new 
enrollments Aug. 21, teachers will 
report for in-service duties Sept. 5 
and school will begin on Sept 6. 
Garfield said. 


City equalizes pay 
for non-union staff 


Large differences in salaries 
between non-union supervisory 
personnelatRomulusCity Hall have 
been more equalized in the recently 
adopted city budget of more than $11 
million. 

Larry Moore, finance director, 
explained that higher salaried 
personnel were given smaller 
percentage boosts, while those who 
get lower salaries were given higher 
percentage raises. 

“This year, the city tried to bridge 
the gap which exists in salaries for 
department heads, assistant 
department heads and other non- 
union personnel,” he said. 

In some instances, Moore said, 
supervisory personnel making more 
than a specific amount remained at 
the same salary as last year. 

Salary raises ranged from a low of 
one percent to a high of seven per- 
cent, he said. 

Final salaries determined under 
thenew city budget were worked out 
by a pay committee composed of 
council members Beverly 
McAnally, Ray Cantrell and Jerry 
Canejo, and Mayor William M. 
Oakley, 

“To compare this year’s total 
budget with last year is like com- 
paring apples and oranges,” Moore 
stressed. For the first time, the new 
budget contains all of the CETA and 
anti-recessionary personnel and the 
federal funds received by the city for 
their compensation. 

By containing salaries of these 
personnel in the budget, Moore said, 
the overall higher figure appears 
misleading. 

A breakdown of the old yearly 
salaries last year and this year’s 
new ones for the 1? department 
heads at Romulus Gty Hall follows: 

David Krause, city assessor, 
$16,494 to $17,319; Sandy Spjut, 
personnel director, $13,344 to 
$14,500; Larry Moore, finance 
director, $15,444 to $16,216; Ray 
Cantrell (son of Councilman Ray 
Cantrell), purchasing director, 
$15,444 to $16,216; John Wilhide, fire 


department chief, $17,229 to $18,090; 
Ed Fall, director of building 
department, remains the same at 
$19,854; Dave Paul, director of the 
department of public works, $18,804 
to $19,744; Hyle Carmichael, in- 
dustrial coordinator, remains the 
same at $19,119; community plan- 
ning and development director (new 
man coming in to fill vacant 
position), remains the same at 
$21,219; Lee Silvey, ordinance 
department and animal control 
department director (combined 
under new budget), $15,400 to 
$16,170; Marie Debuysscher, parks 
and recreation department director, 
$13,554 to $14,500; Frank Stanzcek, 
city corporation counsel, $17,500 to 
$18,375. 

Department heads in the above 
group who were receiving annual 
salaries of $18,805 and above 
remained at the same level, those 
making $18,804 down to f 15,000 got a 
five percent boost, and those paid 
$14,999 and below received a seven 
percent raise, Moore said. 

Non-department heads had 
salaries computed on a schedule 
which left those making $17,000 
yearly and above at the same level, 
while those making less than $17,000 
annually got pay boosts from three 
to five percent, Moore said. 

In this group were: Jay Young, 
public information officer, $17,019 
salary remained the same; John 
Shea, coordinator and director of 
water and sewer billing, $15,700 to 
$16,171 (will not go into effect until 
completion of one year’s service); 
Joyce Palmer, in charge of 
Meadows neighborhood center, 
$13,344 to $13,744. 

Assistant department heads were 
increased in salary from one to 
seven percent, the finance director 
explained. 

In the three years prior to this 
year, non-union personnel had been 
granted across-the-board salary 
increases which kept the sometimes 
large differences between com- 
parable job classifications at the 
same percentages, he added.

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County revives senior noon meals 



\S ay ne County is inviting some 350 
senior citizens living in 42 suburban 
communities to come back again for 
hot noon meals 

The unusual invitation was 
prompted by “good nws from 
Lansing’' that additional state 
funding is on its way to provide more 
meals for outeounty seniors 

Jarrette Simmons, chairman of 
the Wayne County Board of Com- 
missioners, and Commissioner 
EdgarL Harris said theextra funds 
are the result of a “vigorous protest 
by county commissioners to last 
month s serious cutbacks in the Out- 
Way ne County nutrition program” 
that they say were caused by 
“totally inadequate federal-state 
funding.” 

Simmons said up until early June 
the county had been serving 2,800 
meals a day at 47 nutrition site 
locations using state and federal 
monies provided under the Older 
Americans Act. 

The county was forced to begin 
“turning away” nearly 200 senior 
citizens each weekday because the 
funding did not meet the demand for 
the noontime lunches. 

Harris added: “Now we want 
those seniors to come back — and we 
can even serve about 150 new' 
seniors.” 

The commissioners said that the 
state has promised an additional 
$15,246 to fund a maximum of 350 
more meals daily through Sept. 30. 

The county is currently serving 
about 2,640 lunches every day The 
new funding will allow the county to 
serve nearly 3,000 meals a day. 


“The State Office of Services to 
the Aging has also guaranteed that 
the level of funding will continue 
through fiscal 78-79 — as long as 
attendance at the meals averages 
2,800 to 3,000 per day,” Simmons 
said 

“If the seniors don't return for 
lunch, and if approximately 150 new 
seniors don’t take advantage of the 
opportunity, the county will lose the 
newly-ap proved level of funding,” 
Harris warned 

He added that the county protest 
was sparked when he learned from a 
few seniors in his district that there 
“was not enough food to serve 
everyone at a Taylor senior citizens 
center.” 

“When I checked with the county 
Office on Aging, they reported a 
three-to-five percent cutback at all 
county locations in order to offset a 
projected $40,000 to $70,000 deficit by 
Oct 1, if meals continued at the 
2,800 per day level,” Harris ex- 
plained. In addition 25 employees 
were laid off, however, most of those 
workers are now being recalled

Channel 56 will rebroadcast three famous cour- 
troom cases covering the topics of abortion, rape 
and murder on Tuesdays at 9 p.m., starting Aug. 1. 

The first drama, on Aug. 1, is “The Edelin Con- 
viction,” the case of the Boston doctor charged with 
manslaughter after performing a legal abortion. 

The trial of Dr Kenneth Edelin received 
nationwide attention, and the eventual guilty 
verdict was used as a test case of the Supreme Court 
decision that overturned the state’s laws governing 
abortion. The dramatic re-enactment of “The 
Edelin Conviction” won top honors in the Cor- 
poration for Public Broadcasting’s local program 
awards. 

The next trial dramatization, at 9 p.m. Aug. 8, is 
titled “The People vs. Inez Garcia.” The program is 
based on actual courtroom records involving the 
trial of Inez Garcia, who was found guilty of mur- 
dering the accomplice of the man she accused of her 
rape. 

The original trial was a cause celebre for the 
women’s movement, and it posed a vital question of 
concern to men and women: “Is rape a justification 
for murder?” 

The last in the courtroom series, on Aug. 15, at 9 
p.m., is the famous “TV intoxication” murder case 
called “TV on Trial.” This program will present 
two-hours of actual trial proceedings of the Ronney 
Zamora murder case. 

This trial received national attention because the 
defense attorney argued that the 15-year-old 
Zamora was not guilty in the murder of an elderly 
woman because he was subject to “TV in- 
toxication.” The lawyer argued that Zamora had 
watched so much television during his life that he 
could no longer separate fact from fantasy. 

When it was first aired on Channel 56 in May of 
this year, the program became one of the most 
widely watched on the station that month, ac- 
cording to the Nielsen ratings, and many requests 
for transcripts came in from viewers. 

Although not part of the Tuesday night trial 
series, Channel 56 also will be presenting a new 
program concerning the controversy that still 
surrounds the death sentence of Julius and Ethel 
Rosenberg more than 25 years ago. “The Rosen- 
berg-Sobell Case Revisited” will be seen Aug. 17 at 
8:30 p.m.

Judicial legislating, 
officials to blame 


Who makes the laws which govern 
our to day life in this system referred 
to as a democracy? 

If you were to ask that question on 
the street corners of this country, the 
most likely answer you would receive 
would be, “our elected represen- 
tatives.” But is that really true? 

At one time in this nation’s history, 
the lawmakers elected by the people 
were most certainly the ones who were 
developing and implementing new 
laws. But today, more often than not, 
it is the judicial branch of government 
that has taken on that responsibility 
through the ever broadening scope of 
judicial responsibility which most 
courts feel a requirement to address. 

Apparently gone forever are the 
days when the people of this country, 
through their elected representatives, 
could seek and gain new laws which 
they collectively felt were in the best 
interests of the majority. In place of 
that democratic procedure called 
representative government, we now 
find a situation existing whereby the 
judicial system is exerting a growing 
influence on the general direction of 
our society 

And that direction, whether good or 
bad in the eye of the observer, is the 
direction the country must now take 
irregardless of the will of the 
majority. 

What has brought about the new 
trend in our democratic system is the 
apparent unwillingness of elected 
officials to tackle the difficult issues 
which face a nation trying to wrestle 
with its conscience while still pursuing 
a world-wide leadership role. 

The new direction taken by 
government and the increasing role of 
the judicial system in formulating law 
has had less of an effect on the 
national level than it has on the local 
level in general. 

On the local level, the encroachment 
of the judicial branch of government 
into the business of law-making has 
been near disasterous. 

Hardly a day passes without the 
necessity of a legal opinion from 
someone in the newest area of law, 
those attorneys who have recognized 
the growing trend away from decision 
making by elected leaders. Add to that 
the growing trend of dissatisfied 
elected officials who challenge the 
action of their colleagues, and we find 
ourselves in the middle of a real 
dilemma. 

Probably the reason for the drift 
away from some of the principles 


which have been guiding our govern- 
ment in the past has come as a result 
of the more complex issues facing 
elected leaders today. But to a large 
extent, the unwillingness of the elected 
leaders themselves to establish firm 
positions on pressing issues is also 
responsible. 

Politics was at one time looked upon 
as the noblist profession. Today, 
citizens rate their elected officials 
slightly higher than organized crime, 
and slightly below parole violators. 

We feel that the reason for the 
dramatic change in attitude of the 
citizen toward his representative is 
the direct result of the change in the 
concept of politics.

Product liability revisions 
eyed by State House

Legislation designed to avert the loss of 
small manufacturing businesses in 
Michigan by limiting their liability for 
product defects to three years has been 
approved by the House and sent to the 
Senate for consideration in the fall. 

The bill (HB 5189) would amend the 
Revised Judicature Act to establish 
guidelines for product liability actions and 
to revise the statute of limitations con- 
cerning them The bill would apply to any 
legal action because of a death or injury to * 
a person or property alleged to be caused 
by a product or part of a product 
Product liability provisions would apply 
not only to the manufacture of the product 
itself, but also to its construction, design, 
formula, development standards, 
production, inspection, testing, listing, 
certification, warning, instructions, 
marketing, advertising, packaging or 
labeling 

Under the proposal, evidence that a 
particular product presumably met safety 
standards will be admissable in a court 
case. Also, in a case i nvolving a product’s 
safety, a person could get an award, even 
if the person was partially at fault in an 
accident because of negligence In such 
circumstances, however, any award will be 
reduced by the degree of negligence in- 
volved. 

Cases involving injuries or death must 
be brought within three- years after the 
accident, the bill stipulates. A three-year 
statute of limitations is also stipulated for 
basic product liability cases. 

Also, if a product had been used for more 
than ten years, it would no longer be 
presumed safe. A person then would have 
to prove that a specific defect in the 
product was responsible for any injury or 
death. 

To guard against nuisance suit claims, a 


judge finds frivolous can be dismissed, 
with legal fees assessed against the party 
bringing the suit. 

A companion measure, mandating that 
insurance companies report premiums 
collected for product liability insurance 
was also approved The bill requires in- 
surance companies, in their annual 
reports, to list the premiums collected and 
losses incurred for product liability in- 
surance. The insurance company will also 
have to break down the premium figures to 
show what percentages went for losses, 
taxes, commission, etc. 

Materials on any complaint seeking 
damages against a policy because of in- 
juries would also be required An in- 
surance company would have to file a 
report on a defective product with the 
Insurance Bureau within 30 days after 
filing and answer to a complaint in court 

The bills were drafted after a series of 
public hearings and discussions were held 
with lawya*s, irsurance officials and 
business leaders on the difficulties in 
obtaining product liability insurance 

The measure should give manufac- 
turers and business leaders more op- 
portunity to protect themselves in court, 
while also allowing consumers the right to 
make legitimate complaints. Also, the bills 
should help make product liability in- 
surance more available and at a lower 
rate.

Both houses have passed and sent to the 
Governor legislation allowing employees 
to examine their personnel records. 

An employee would have the right to see 
material which could affect promotions, 
transfers, raises or disciplinary action. 
Employees also have the right to buy 
copies of the materials and to respond to 
any materials they feel are unfair or in- 
correct 

The bill also prohibits employers from 
keeping records on an employee’s outside 
political activities. 

This proposal is the most far-reaching 
bill of its kind in the country. It was 
carefully worked out to be fair to both 
employers and employees 
An extended, but modified probationary 
period for young drivers was okayed by 
the House The bill does not change the 
current one-year probation for new 
drivers, but adds a modified probation for 
the next two years 

Under the modified probation, a young 
driver’s license cannot Recalled in unless 
the youth gets six points, a single four- 
point violation, three tickets, a ticket or at 
fault accident or any accident involving 
alcohol The bill is designed to let new 
drivers develop good driving habits, 
while getting thebad young drivers off the 
road

Behind those desks were four rather 
haggard looking people who had been at 
the jobtoo long and with insufficient sleep 
Only a few people were milling around 
the office, and the general impression it 
gave was one of desperation. Help, help 
signs ringed the desks that were piled with 
the Tisch Petitions, while workers 
carefully checked each petition for 
signatures and other details the law 
requires 


Vicki Wolfford and Holland Sanders 
were manning the desk I approached 
“How’s itgoing?’i asked Mrs Wolfford, 
“We’re tired,” she replied “I have been 
at the desk for 20 hours of the past 24, and 
I’m tired but not quitting ” 

While I was talking to Mrs. Wolfford, two 
people came into the office each carying a 
handful of petitions 

“How many signatures do you now 
have?” I asked. “At last count they told us 
we were up to 240,000,’ she said. They 
have been coming in at about 7,000 per 
hour today.” 

“Why didn’t you call us at Associated 
Newspapers and tell us where interested 
readers could contact your organization 0 ” 

I asked. 

“Well we did try to call you 
once,” she said, “but there had been no 
answer. I guess maybe we are not as 
organized as we should be.” A definite 
understatement.

days after my visit to the store front 
operation known as the Tisch Tax Cut 
headquarters (the store front is once 
again back in the auction business), the 
Tisch group entered Lansing in a 
motorcade and deposited with the 
Secretary of State 327,000 signatures en- 
dorsing the Tisch 50 percent property tax 
cut proposal. (266,000 valid signatures art 
needed to place the question on Novem- 
ber’s ballot). 

While the Secretary of State begins the 
process of verifying the signatures on the 
more than 17,000 individual petitions which 
if stacked 100 to the inch would make a pile 
13 feet high, the rest of us will be taking a 
closer look at the real meaning of the 
proposed Tisch Amendment.

"A table by the window, please” is 
a request guaranteed to make 
dining out in Michigan an adventure 
at a restaurant high atop a building 
or at an airport terminal 

Sky-high restaurants which 
revolve to give diners a well- 
rounded look at metropolitan Detroit 
are the Summit on the 71st floor of 
the Renaissance Center's Detroit 
Plaza Hotel and the Holiday Inn of 
Southfield’s Ronde-View and the 
Hyatt Regency of Dearborn’s 
Rotunda, both 16 floors up. 

It takes about one hour for the 
restaurants to make a circle. 

There are several sky-high 
eateries which have great views but 


don’t budge an inch. Detroit’s Top of 
the Pontch on the 25th floor of the 
Pontchartrain Hotel overlooks the 
Detroit R iver, while the Fogcutter in 
the People’s Bank Building in Port 
Huron is high above the St Clair 
River Both restaurants overlook 
Canada 

Others great for ship- watching are 
the Top of the Park at the Park 
Place Motor Inn overlooking Grand 
Traverse Bay and the Crow’s Nest in 
the Old Marquette Inn at 
Marquette, offering a bird’s-eye 
view of Lake Superior 

In Southfield, nighttime diners at 
the Coach and Four in Stouffer’s 
Northland Inn are fascinated by the 
twinkling lights of the metropolitan 
freeway system The University of 
Michigan campus is the panorama 
seen through the windows of the 
Sandalwood Restaurant and Lounge 
at the Ann Arbor Inn. 


The Grand River’s meandering 
path through the city and 
surrounding countryside can be 
traced by diners at two 10th floor 
eateries in Grand Rapids— the 
Pantlind Hotel s Penthouse and the 
Finial (meaning crowning or- 
nament), atop the Union Bank 
Building 

Giant jets take off and land in full 
view* of diners at Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport in Romulus. 
The Metro Airport runways can be 
seen from two dining spots— the 
Innkeeper Restaurant at the Host 
International Hotel or the Michigan 
Host Coffee House in the South 
Terminal 

At Oakland Pontiac Airport, small 
planes taxi almost to the door of the 
Voyager Restaurant and 
businessmen can be seen arriving 
and departing in company jets. 


Other airport terminal 
restaurants include Sonny’s 
Weather Station at Detroit City 
Airport, the Press Box Too at 
Muskegon County Airport and 
Prophet Foods at Capital City 
Airport in Lansing. 

Two restaurants bearing the 
Golden Eagle name are at Kent 
County International Airport in 
Grand Rapids and at St. da!r 
County International Airport in Port 
Huron. 

Other appropriately named 
restaurants include the Prop-Stop at 
Kirsch Municipal Airport in Sturgis, 
the Coldwater Airport Inn at Branch 
County Memorial Airport, the Kitty 
Hawk at Kellogg Regional Airport in 
Battle Creek and the Sky Room at 
FYeeland’s Tri-City Airport. 

The Wheelmakers at Flint’s 
Bishop Airport is a tribute to the 
city’s automotive history.

One of these hazards is wakes 
from boats. • 

Marines, boat docks, refueling stations, public 
boat ramps, all require passing boats to slow their 
speed. Boaters are responsible for the damage that 
their boat’s wake causes. Big wakes can cause 
docked boats damage. So mind your wake. 

While on the water you also need to be aware of 
what another boat’s wake can do to you. A big wake 
from a passing boat can catch the casual drift 
fisherman by surprise and put him in the drink. So 
mind the other guy’s wake. 

Small vessels may not, by the rules of the road, 
hamper the navigation of a larger vessel in a 
narrow channel when the larger vessel can only 
navigate safely inside the channel.

This week the Garden 
Doctor talks about: 

Q: Our compost pile 
smells awful during 
rainy weather. Can this 
be prevented? 

A: Compost that has 
an odor needs aeration. 
Turn the pile to alleviate 
compaction. Mixing 
coarse material with 
wet material that’s 
likely to compact will 
help provide air spaces. 
An example is to mix 
hedge trimmings with 
grass clippings. A quick 
way to suppress odors is 
to put an inch or two of 
soil over the entire pile 


Q: We planted 
maple treelast fall. This 
spring it put out leaves, 
but they're small and 
sparce. What does it 
need? 

A: It probably only 
needs to develop a 
larger root system. 
Small leaves and fewer 
leaves are common for 
the first couple of years 
after transplanting. 
Just keep the soil moist 
this summer and don’t 
use fertilizer until the 
tree has been there for 
one year. A trunk wrap 
should be left on for at 
least one year.

Equal pay for equal work With 
that being today’s byword on the job 
market, Plymouth -Can ton School 
District officials contend that, too, is 
their goal 

“We don’t discriminate against 
men and women,” said John Sand- 
man n. 

In a mini survey conducted by the 
Metropolitan Detroit Bureau of 
School statistics 43 high schools in 
the metro-area responded to the 
quest ionai re 

The intent of the questionaire was 
to determine how many, if any. high 
schools have or are entangled in 
disputes over wages paid to male 
and female coaches for sports 
events and clubs 

Sandmann said that when there 
are duplicate sports the wages paid 


are equal “For instance with 
basketball, swimming and tennis we 
have a girls’ team and a boys’ team. 
The coaches get paid the same 
amount then,” he said. 

But for sports such as football, 
weight lifting and wrestling where 
only the males are in competition, he 
says there is obviously no need for 
parity pay. 

*i think for the most part we’re as 
fair as we can be,” he said 

He said that except for experience 
and seniority variables, the pay 
scales are equal. Although he said 
that the school officials are allowed 
to pay on a pro-rata basis in taking 
into account the lengthof the season 
the sport is played. 

Years ago, school officials used to 


seriously consider the number of 
hours spent coaching, but today that 
item has been buried along with the 
sex. race and religion factors, says 
Sandmann. 

The pay is not determined by the 
size of the teams, the hours of 
practice, the revenue generated, or 
by the number of games and events, 
according to Sandmann ’s response 
to the survey. 

”We never ever paid boy or girl 
coaches more or less by the amount 
of spectator attendance. That 
wouldn’t be fair,” he explained. 

If that were the case in the 
Plymouth-Canton schools, he noted 
that for example a boys’ basketball 
coach would have a hefty paycheck, 
while the girls’ coach would be left 


with a shoe nng salary. 

On the average there may be 5,000 
to 6,000 spectators that turn out for 
boys’ basketball events, yearly 
while the girls’ basketball games 
only attract 400 to 500 people for a 
year 

However there were some schools 
that reported using the spectator 
attendance as part of their 
evaluation . Only one school said that 
it was a critical part of their 
evaluation. 

Four schools said it was “im- 
portant" and 13 schools listed the 
public interest as a consideration in 
determining pay scale. 

When schools were asked if they 
had any legal disputes over wages 
paid to boy and girl coaches, two 


schools said they had court 
litigation Two schools said they had 
grievances arbitrated, and two said 
they had a grievance with the 
Department of Labor 

Plymouth-Canton Schools have 
renegotiated their wages paid to 
coaches to conform with Title IX 
guidelines. Title IX requirements is 
legislation to ensure against 
discrimination of race, creed, color 
or sex. 

There were 26 schools that have 
conformed to the guidelines, ac- 
cording to the survey. Nine schools 
answered saying they have not. 

Sandmann said that there have 
been no labor disputes over pay 
scales for coaches in the Plymouth- 
Canton School District. 


Proposition 13, taxpayers' revolt 
will be subject of EMU seminar 


. Political leaders supposedly have 
been “sent a message’’ from a 
disgruntled middle class. Governors 
and legislators in the 50 states are 
watching intently as officials in 
California try to cope with a 
property tax cut in half while 
proposals for tax limitation spring 
up in their own states. Howard 
Jarvis and company boasts that for 
the first time, we have government 
of, by and for the people. 

With the passage of Proposition 13 
in California, and the possible 
enactment of similar measures in 
other states, many are asking how 
all of this will effect the kind of 


government we will have in the 
future 

A seminar, to be conducted at 
Eastern Michigan University this 
fall, will attempt to find some of the 
answers. “The Politics of Tax 
Revolt,” which will be taught by 
political science professor Lewis G 
Bender, will examine the nature of 
the “revolt,” the implications it may 
have on the services that govern- 
ment will offer and the ramifications 
tax limiting measures may have on 
how governments will be structured 
in years to come. 

When I heard the idea for a 
seminar on this issue. I sparked into

it right away,” Bender said. “It 
seemed like a good idea to start 
talking about Propostion 13 and the 
tax revolt in particular, and the 
ramifications on local and state 
government in general.” 

According to Bender, one of the 
major problems of government 
today, and a primary focus of the 
course, is the “general fragmen- 
tation” of all units and levels of 
government. 

“It is not a politicans’ problem as 
much as it is a problem of our 
demands. We demand that we not be 
bitten by mosquitoes, we demand we 
have fresh air, we demand that we 
have good schools and clean 
streets,” Bender said. “The way 
that governments have reacted to 
these demands, the way that 
politicians have reacted , is to create 
new' mechanism to deal with a new 
problem, you double your costs.” 

Bender said the “tax revolt” may 
change some of that, causing more 
centralization of government, 
“more cleaning up of government,” 
to cutdown costs. But it also could 


render local government impotent 
and totally dependent on state and 
federal government. 

“One of the most disastrous 
ramifications would be if this revolt 
became a national trend with 
revenues being cut drastically at the 
local level, bringing us to a point 
where the federal government 
subsidizes states totally. Federalism 
could become a myth. It would be a 
unitary form of government with 
local and state governments 
operating as administrative 
agencies of the federal govern- 
ment,” said Bender. 

Bender hopes to have local 
government officials speak to the 
class on the tax revolt issue, and 
perhaps have the authors of tax 
limiting measures in Michigan, 
Richard Headlee and Robert Tisch, 
come to the class. 

The seminar is a two-credit hour 
course and is open to students who 
have taken a beginning political 
science course. For registration

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Mahalak: House backs product liability bill 


Legislation designed to avert the 
loss of small manufacturing 
businessess in Michigan by limiting 
their liability for product defects to 


three years has been approved by 
the House and sent to the Senate for 
consideration in the fall, according 
to State Rep Edward Mahalak (D- 


38th District). 

The bill < HB 5189 would amend the 
Revised Judicature Act to establish 
guidelines for product liability

bill would apply to any legal action 
because of a death a* injury to a 
person or property alleged to be 
caused by a product or part of a 
product 

F^oduct liability provisions would 
apply not only to the manufacture of 
the product itself, but also to its 
construction, design, formula, 
development standards, production, 
inspection, testing, listing, cer- 
tification, warning, instructions, 
marketing, advertising, packaging 
or labeling, Mahalak explained 

Under the proposal, evidence that 
a particular product presumably 
met safety standards will be ad- 
missable in a court case, he added 
Also, in a case involving a product’s 
safety, a person could get an award, 
even if the person wal partially at 
fault in an accident because of 
negligence In such circumstances, 
however, any award will be reduced 
by the degree of negligence in- 
volved. 

Cases involving injuries or death 
must be brought within three years 
after theaccident, thebill stipulates 
A three-year statue of limitations is 
also stipulated for basic product 
liability cases. 

If a product had been used for 
more than ten years, it would no 
longer be presumed safe A person 
then would have to prove that a 
specific defect in the product was 
responsible for any injury or death, 
he added

To guard against nuisance suit 
claims, a case can be dismissed, 
with legal fees assessed against the 
party bringing the suit, the Romulus 
Democrat continued 
A companion measure, mandating 
that insurance companies report 
premiums collected for product 
liability insurance also was ap- 
proved The bill requires insurance 
companies, in their annual reports, 
to list the premiums collected and 
losses incurred for product liability 
insurance. The insurance company 
also will have to break down the 


premium figures to show what 
percentages went for losses, taxes, 
commission, etc 

Materials on any complaint 
seeking damages against a policy 
because of injuries would also be 
required. Mahalak said An in- 
surance company would have to file 
a report on a defective product with 
the Insurance Bureau within 30 days 
after filing an answer to a complaint 
in court 

The bills were drafted after a 
series of public hearings and 
discussions were held with lawyers, 
insurance officials and business 
leaders on the difficulties in ob- 
taining product liability insurance. 
Mahalak explained 

“The measure should give 
manufacturers and business leaders 
more opportunity to protect 
themselves in court, while also 
allowing consumers the right to 
make legitimate complaints,” he 
said. 

‘The bills also should help make 
product liability insurance more 
available and at a lower rate."

Summer has own hazards for heart 


Just when it seemed we’d never 
make it through a Michigan winter, 
which even more than usual tested 
our endurance, patience and sense 
of humor, summer is upon us 

Overnight, we’ve done an about- 
face in lifestyles. Gone are the 
overcoats, shovels and snow tires. 
Out come the bathing suits, lawn 
chairs and other paraphernalia 
indicative of easier living. 

“As we all plunge into this easier 
living,’ however,” said Dr. Richard 
Antell, Flint internist and president 
of the Michigan Heart Association, 
“there are several things we should 
keep in mind 

“While most people know that 
winter weather and activities can be 
hazardous to the heart, many are not 
aware that summer brings its own 
special hazards. 

“Severe heat waves, for instance, 
have been known to increase the 


death rate from heart attack by 
more than 50 percent,” Dr. Antell 
said 

Why? 

“For one thing, we suddenly have 
different types of physical activity 
— lawn and garden work, biking, 
hauling a boat in and out of the 
water, swimming 

“This may amount to more 
exercise than many people got all 
winter long. Alongcomes a hot spell, 
and the body’s natural cooling 
system has to shift into high gear, 
putting an added strain on the 
heart.” 

This cooling system is very ef- 
ficient but causes the heart to work 
harder to pump more blood to the 
skirt. 

“Often, too, people may eat im- 
properly in the summer. They may 
eat on a grab-and-run basis, diet to 
look good in their bathing suits, or 


skip meals altogether. As a result,” 
Dr. Antell said, “they may not get 
enough potassium and sodium salts, 
which are necessary for proper 
brain function and regular heart- 
beat. 

“Further going in and out of air 
conditioned cars and buildings 
repeatedly can put a tremendous 
load on the body's temperature 


control system.” 

According to Michigan Heart 
Association, you can minimize hot 
weather hazards by: 

—Limiting physical exertion 
during hot spells; 

—Staying ( as much as possible ) in 
one environment — either hot and 
humid or air conditioned, 

—Eating foods rich in potassium

Some people with high blood 
pressure or renal failure may be on 
low sodium or potassium diets and 
should check with their doctor 
before ma km' any dietary changes 
Some g.» tJ sources of potassium 
are bananas, cantaloupe,

Broccoli is a cool 
season vegetable. It 
does not produce well 
during hot weather For 
that reason it should be 
planted in very early 
spring or sowed in July 
for a fall harvest. 
Another point to con- 
sider is that not all 
varieties of broccoli 
form large heads. 
Varieties of sprouting 
broccoli produce small 
bunches rather than one 
large head 

2. What vegetables 
can still he sowed 
during July? 

There are several 
Consider sowing bush 
beans, peas, lettuce, 
onions, carrots, 
kohlrabi, cabbage, 
cauliflower. broccoli, 
turnips. kale and 
spinach 

3. Our compost pile 
smells awful during 
rainy weather. Can this 
be prevented? 

Compost that has an 
odor needs aeration 
Turn thepile to alleviate 


compaction. Mixing 
coarse material with 
wet material that’s 
likely to compact will 
help provide air spaces 
An example is to mix 
hedge trimmings with 
grass clippings. A quick 
way to suppress odors is 
to put an inch or two of 
soil over the entire pile. 

4. Now that asparagus 
season is over, what 
should I do to assure a 
good crop next >ear? 

Fertilize the planting 
with three cups of 12-12- 
12 for every 50-feet of 
row. Allow the ferns to 
grow r naturally during 
the remainder of the 
growing season. Fer- 
tilize again next spring 
before new growth 
begins 

5. Carpenter ants are 
working in our shade 
tree. How can we stop 
them? 

Remove dead bfenches 
from the tree If they 
are tunneling into the 
trunk, of course, you 
cannot easily cut out the 
dead wood You can. 
however, spray the 
decaying w r ood where 
the ants are working 
with Diazinon

Having devoured and relished everything Mac Innes 
has ever turned out — she gave us The Venetian Affair, 
Double Image, Salzburg Connection and a host of other 
foreign intrigue novels — I found Horizon somewhat 
disappointing. I think that every so often a writer sorta 
“fills in” with a quickie and Horizon seems to be of that ilk 
— not much substance. If you’re a Me I. buff, you might 
skip this one.

Lola Falana . Amos Otis . . . Harlan Huckleby . . . Cab 
Calloway. Or let's consider a few localites — Carrietta

PIPE DREAM: If I were able to own one piece of, 
original art work, it would be ANYthing by Andrew 
Wyeth.

The volume reveals an intimate view of Wyeth at work 
(he NEVER allows anyone to observe him) and includes 
scores of quick pre-studies in pencil, dry brush and 
watercolor put together by the artist’s wife, Betsy. 

A MUST for art lovers! So don’t let that book get away 
without seeing how this fantastic artist studies his subject 
and then sketches again and again before resigning it to a 
final brush. It’s unbelieveable!

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David vs. Goliath story 

Missionary's widow tells of 'miracles of Zaire'

She reminded you cf little and 
brave David taking on the champ 
of the Philistine, Goliath. 

But, Mrs. Lena Eschtruth 
didn't have a sling or stones for a 
weapon when she was faced with 
certain death in troubled Zaire in 
the heart of Africa when 
Congolese rebels trained by 
Cubans attacked a small village 
where she and her husband, Dr 
Glen J. R. Eschtruth, as 


missionaries of the United 
Methodist Church had operated a 
hospital for nearly 17 years. 

With a strong beliefs in God, 
Mrs. Eschtruth survived the 
attack and the ordeals, but she 
lost her husband who was killed 
by the retreating rebel forces 

Mrs. Eschtruth was in Wayne 
recentlyto tell of her ordeal and to 
spread the gospel She was the 
speaker at the First United 
Methodist Church and her ser- 
mon was spoken to a well- 
attended congregation which was 


depleted some because of the 
holidays 

* ■ •' We a re on the f iri ng 1 ine every 
day of our lives for Christ,” Mrs. 
Eschtruth said. "And we need 
your help and your prayers The 
church isn’t going to back down 
not in Zaire or anywhere. 
Everywhere we are faced with 
Satan's deeds and out of the ashes 
of Zaire we are building a 
stronger church.” 

Mrs. Eschtruth related how the 
enemy had bombed and strafed 
her village for nearly an hour and 


when it was over she prepared to 
hear the bad news. But the 
villagers had told her, “No one 
has been killed. The bombs hit 
the church and a nearby 
cemetery , but no one was killed ” 

Unfortunately , a nearby village 
was not so fortunate. Reports 
came back that seven persons 
were slain by the strafing. 

In March of 1977, the invading 
rebels placed the Eschtruths and 
their three daughters under 
house arrest and later when they 
retreated into the thick forests, 


they took Dr. Eschtruth when 
them. He was killed by them and 
buried. His grave was discovered 
by nurses whom he had tra ined at 
the hospital. 

Mrs. Eschtruth said the events 
leading up to her husband’s death 
and the ordeal she and her family 
and their friends went through 
will never "be erased from her 
mind.” But, after her sermon, 
she vowed that she would return 
io the land where her husband is 
buried, “and carry on my 
husband’s and God’s work.” 


‘‘I’ve decided to complete my 
nurse’s training and I will be 
going back shortly afterwards,” 
Mrs. Eschtruth said “There is 
too much undone, too much to 
finish up for me to remain 
behind.” 

The bespectacled, little over 
five foot, 100-pound gracious lady 
didn’t appear to pose any threat 
to anyone, especially an invading 
Congolese army, however, that 
little sherperd boy David also 
slew a giant • with a sling and a 
stone and a mighty belief in God.

Crissey's 

French 

Connection

Fred Crissey, the veteran baseball coach at Plymouth Canton, 
admittedly has had many arguments and toe-to-toe confrontations 
with umps. 

And, though Crissey and his natural protagonists haven’t seen 
eye-to-eye on many controversial calls, the language, even though 
the words can’t be found in Webster’s, wasn’t a barrier. 

But, on his recent trip to Montreal, the winningest high school 
baseball coach in this area, admits “that maybe next time we’ll 
take an interpreter or French translator along with us. M 

The occasion for the “international” controversy occurred when 
Crissey accepted an invitation to compete in the inaugural Mon- 
treal Invitational Baseball Tournament. He gathered together his 
17 and under ball players and headed for the city that hosted the 
last Olympics. 

Montreal has a dominant French-speaking population, so it’s 
natural for them to officiate athletic competitions in that language. 
Crissey wished he had taken French in school when, on one play the 
first base ump called “time", but the pitcher fired the ball at a 
Canton batter and the ump behind the plate, shouted: “Strike” 

That, 6f course, moved Crissey into action and asked for an ex- 
planation. The ump at first replied: ‘Parlavous Francaise, (or 
something like that), ‘Non, parlez Anglaise’. 

When the language barrier cleared, the plate umpire’s decision 
stood. 

“But, really, it was fun,” said Crissey. “I think our kids enjoyed 
it. And, I feel we impressed them to the point where they have in- 
vited us back again next year.” 

Next year, however, there will be changes in Crissey’s lineup. 
Before departure last week to Montreal, Crissey said that he 
contacted the officials in Montreal and they informed him, “No 
bring 18 year olds," and he abided. 

“However, when we got there I was told by my hosts “that, zee 
course, 18 year olds can zee play.” And, of course it was too late to 
go back and round up such premier talent as shortstop Scotty 
Collins, who has led Canton for the past three years and was 
drafted by the Baltimore Orioles in the eighth round of the summer 
free agent draft. Also left behind because they were “too old” (18) 
were all-area catcher Jeff Campbell and pick-up player from 
Wayne, Jimmy Canfield. 

Despite the obvious handicap of being younger than their 
counterparts in Montreal, the Canton team performed well. 

“We lost all three of our games by 1-0 scores," said Crissey, 
“and, needless to say, if we had our 18 year olds, that situation 
could have been rectified.” 

Crissey said that the newspaper in Montreal awarded a Most 
Valuable Player medalion, fashioned after the Olympic gold, to a 
player after each game and two of the Canton players - James 
Dawson and Tom Etienne - were recipients of such awards. 

“But I will tell you one thing. You can’t beat French hospitality. 
They went out of their way to make sure these kids were con- 
fortable and had everything they needed. 

“It was definitely a great experience for them and we‘re looking 
forward to going back,” Crissey said. 

Crissey described the “ultimate camp” for teen-age ball players 
which Quebec has organized. 

The Quebec team was coached by three Montreal Expos em- 
ployees who had “these kids playing together for over a year. The 
coaches have the pick of Quebec Province and what we really ran 
up against was their all-star team. It was like if we took an all-star 
team from Michigan,” Crissey said. 

In fact, Quebec’s Rick Ledeux pitched a no-hitter against Canton 
and this was the first time in Crissey’s lengthy career that any 
pitcher had managed to do that against any of his teams. 

“I never had a no-hitter pitched against my kids in nearly 30 
years, Crissey related, “and at the end I was really rooting for the 
kid. We didn’t hit the ball very hard and believe me, you’re going to 
hear the name Rick Ledeux again.”

At 15-years-old and while other 
girls are into figure skating and 
girls softball, Cathy has become 
the first fema le ever selected to a 
Senior Little League All-Star 
team in the state, and quite 
possibly the first one nationally. 

Cathy has played every 
position on the team, including 
catcher. She will also represent 
the Romulus South Senior All- 
Stars in the upcoming state 
tournament as an outfielder. 

Cathy's coach, Dan Moates 
feels that she is more than just a 
good female player but, as he 
puts it, “A damned good player 
period.” 

According to Coach Moates, 
“Cathy has the best attitude of 
anyone on the team. She is all 
business and, she is the most 
coachable youngster I have ever 
had the pleasure of coaching." 

Cathy feels that it is the most 
normal thing in the world for her 
to be the only girl among hun- 
dreds of young male athletes. "I 
think if a girl wants to play 
baseball and she is good at it, 
then she should," said the petite 
teen. 

Don't get the wrong idea 
though, Cathy is no “women’s 
libber”, trying to break 
longstanding prejudicial 
barriers. She simply prefers to 
play baseball. 

“I first started out trying to 
play girls' softball," Cathy 
related, “but most of the girls 
couldn't catch or throw and there 
was no fun at all in that,” so 


obviously she turned to the boys 
for the ultimate challenge. 

Cathy says it really started 
when she was about six years old 
and her brothers alleged her to 
participate by being a “gopher" 
and chase errant balls. Cathy is 
chasing fair balls now in the 
outfield, and woe be to the boy 
who tries to take an extra base on 
her. 

League president Jack Moores, 
the trainer at the University of 
Detroit, pointed out, "that Cathy 
has an arm like a cannon and 
throws the ball accuarately as 
well." 

Cathy is no slouch with a bat 
either. She bated .281 for the 
season and was well above that 
figure most of the year. 

“Her greatest asset is her 
ability to make contact with the 
ball," pointed out Moores, “and 
she very rarely strikes out." 

Unlike most boys her age, 
Cathy doesn’t follow the big 
leagues very much, but she does 
like the Dodgers and especially 
Ron Cey, even to the point of 
emulating his straight up running 
style. 

Cathy’s parents are very 
supportive of her desires to plav 

in a male dominated sport. Her 
motner, Mrs. Vina Boatright, 
says: "At first, four years ago I 
was very concerned about her 
safety and the fact that I figured 
she would probably just sit on the 
bench, but after 1 saw her play I 
wasn't concerned anymore.” 

Cathy’s daa, ai Boatright, 
added, “Of course I am really 
proud of her, as I am of all of my 
children Her brothers are 
always helping he- at home to 
improve her game, it's a real 
family effort.” 

The other guys on the tea m also 
show a great deal of support for 
Cathy To them, she’s just "one of 
the guys." 

On Saturday Cathy Boatright 
and the rest of the guys will 
travel to DeLuca Field in 
Melvindale at 5 p.m. where they 
will begintheir quest for the state 
championship 

Should they be successful, 
young Ms. Boatright will lead her 
team to the nationals to be held in 
Gary, Indiana

What really gets under Jack Moores’ skin is the 
fact that all the other diamonds in the complex 
seem to be getting the care they need. 

The softball field was carefully groomed and 


manicured and quite expertly marked as well. 

“It seems as if whatever the softballers want they 
get,” Moores claimed. “Other communities really 
get involved with their kids and it hurts our kids to 
see how good other facilities are “ 

Moores cited Westland, Melvindale, Dearborn, 
Wayne and Plymouth as areas with excellent little 
league fields 

Moores has even gone as far as to approach the 
Mayor’s office for help but that, he contends, ended 
in a dead end. 

Moores feels that there is a solution to the 
problem: “What we need is for a private individual 
or the city to donate 40 to 50 acres to the little league 
and we will maintain it ourselves.”
